IN UNITED STATES 


Washington, Nov. 22.—The De- 
partment of Commerce announce* 
today that, according to returns re- 
ceived by the Bureau of the Census 
the number of prisoners confined to 
Federal penitentiaries, state prisons, 
county jails, state and county chain 
or road gangs, city police stations, 
and other penal institutions on July.
